School Aid Issue Near Dead 
LAFF-A-DAY 


As a result of its defeat in the H o u se , fe d ­ 


e r a l a id for schools is considered cicad ot 
least until after next year s congressional 


elections. 
It m ay be dead longer than that if 
th e 
governors have their way. 
The President 
recently proposed an intel governm ental 
relations study aimed at getting the feder- 
P] government out of activities properly be­ 
longing to the states. He indicated the fed­ 
eral government might be able to relin­ 
quish some of its present revenue sources 
if the states would only quit running to 
Washington with all their problems. 
A governors' com m ittee conferring with 


administration representatives on the su b ­ 
ject of overlapping g overn m en tal functions 
said school aid was definitely something 
the states could get along without. 
At present most of the money for public 
school construction is coming from school 
district taxpayers. Proposals for federal 
aid contemplate matching 
contributions 
from the states but say nothing about the 
responsibility of the individual school dis­ 
tricts. 
Apparently the governors have no en­ 
thusiasm for transferring to the state gov­ 
ernments the financing responsibilities now’ 
borne by school district taxpayers. 


National Debt Near Peak 


The federal debt ceiling, now’ set at $275 
billion by act of Congress, is reported to be 
wobbling 
A lm o s t $273 billion is now owed 
by the g o v e r n m e n t. The T re a s u ry faces the 
reef . tv c f burrowing at least $4 billion by 
J a n u a ry although in the m e a n tim e a little 
of the o ld d e b t m a y have been paid off. 
But it is touch and go w h e th e r,the P r e s i­ 
dent will have to ask Congress for a high­ 
er debt ceiling next year. Congress has re ­ 
duced the budget on paper but there a re so 
m any spending authorizations held over 
from the past that no one actually knows 


how much the T reasury will disburse du r­ 
ing this fiscal year. 
Sen. H a rry F. Byrd of Virginia, foremost 
economy advocate in Congress, 
asserts 
that he will m ak e every effort to block an- j 
other “ tem porary' boost in the debt ceil­ 
ing. Senator Byrd and others fear that the 
higher debt ceiling would never be lowered. 
If debate on a higher c e i l i n g should 
d ram a tiz e the debt and win more public in- j 
terest in a phase of the inflationary spiral 
that is vital to all Americans, that would be 
v ery m uch w’orth while.

When 
conservatives

Eisenhower Adm inistration, they 
just go where they don’t belong 
and they get into trouble.

States 
for fret. 
John Hollister said 
that

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policy of foreign aid as between 
governm ent and governm ent was 
being changed; 
that henceforth 
the United States would give its 
aid to peoples for private en ter­ 
prise as against to governm ents 
to support socialistic enterprises. 
The charge ta not that Hollis­ 
ter lied twit that he released the 
statem ent so that he could retire 
from his give-away job in a blaze 
of publicized glory. 
Undoubted- 
l j . w hatever it was that J o h n 
Hollister did, he let some kind of 
a cat out of the political bag. In 
the new* language of censorship, 
this is called blabber mouthing. 
Actually, the United States, if 
It is to continue to engage in for­ 
eign aid, will have to give a large

R obert L. G arner, president of

ago and some 2.000 dentists have 
j already used it, F urtherm ore, not 
long ago, a national m agazine de* 
! voted a sizeable article to t h i s 
drill, which reaches speeds up to 
200.000 revolution* per minute. 
But this is the only chance Eve 
had to give you a 
first-hand 
ac­ 
count of what one actually is Uke 
from a patient’s viewpoint. 
The high-speed drill does 
not 
elim inate pain, Even .the inventor 
doesn’t claim this. 
It does, 
how- 
, ever, lessen pain to quite an ex­ 
tent. 
For one thing, there is eonsid 
erably less vibration than when an 
ordinary drill is used 
Also, 
the 
high-speed drill generates less heat 
and the shock to tooth structure is 
greatly reduced.
